New U.S. plan could lead to federal 
action on Colorado River

FLAGSTAFF, Ariz. (AP) — The Interior De- 
partment announced Friday that it will 
consider revising a set of guidelines for op- 
erating two major dams on the Colorado 
River in the first sign of what could lead to 
federal action to protect the once-mas- 
sive but shrinking reservoirs behind them. 
The public has until Dec. 20 to weigh in on 
three options that seek to keep Lake Mead 
and Lake Powell from dropping so low 


they couldn’t produce power or provide 
the water that seven Western states, Mex- 
ico and tribes have relied on for decades. 
One of the options would allow the Interior 
Department’s U.S. Bureau of Reclamation 
to take unilateral action, as it threatened 
this summer when it asked states to come 
up with ways to significantly reduce their 
use beyond what they’ve already volun- 
teered and were mandated to cut.

“The Interior Department 
continues to pursue a col- 
laborative and consensus- 
based approach to ad- 
dressing the drought crisis 
afflicting the West,” Inte- 
rior Secretary Deb Haaland 
said in a statement. “At the 
same time, we are commit- 
ted to taking prompt and 
decisive action necessary 
to protect the Colorado 
River System and all those 
who depend on it.” 
The agency’s announce- 
ment comes more than 
four months after Recla- 
mation Commissioner Ca- 
mille Touton first told Con- 
gress that water use must 
be cut back dramatically 
as drought and overuse 
tax the river — an essential 
supply of water for farmers, 
cities and tribes in the U.S. 
West, as well as Mexico. 
The seven states that tap 
the river failed to reach 
Touton’s 
initial 
August 
deadline and have been 
working ever since to reach 
a compromise. It now ap- 
pears unlikely a grand deal 
will be reached. In the 
meantime, the bureau has 
offered up billions in federal 
money to pay farmers and 
cities to cut back. 
But Interior’s new action 
marks the first time it’s tak- 
ing a clear step toward 
imposing its own, manda- 
tory cuts. The agency an- 
ticipates changes to the 
conditions at which water 


shortages are declared in 
the river’s lower basin. Lake 
Mead and Lake Powell 
were about half full when 
the 2007 guidelines were 
approved and are now 
about one-quarter full. 
The other two options un- 
der the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion’s plan are to let states, 
tribes, 
and 
non-govern- 
mental organizations reach 
consensus, or do nothing, 
which is a standard alter- 
native in environmental im- 
pact statements. 
The Bureau of Reclamation 
expects to produce a draft 
next spring based on pub- 
lic input. A final decision 
could come in late summer 


of 2023 around the time 
the bureau announces any 
water cuts for the following 
year. 
The 2007 guidelines and an 
overlapping drought con- 
tingency plan approved in 
2019 were meant to give 
states more certainty in their 
water supply. For the lower 
basin states — California, 
Arizona and Nevada — the 
agreements set elevation 
levels at Lake Mead on the 
Arizona-Nevada border at 
which they are subjected 
to mandatory and volun- 
tary 
reductions. 
Mexico 
also shoulders cuts. 
Water users have been de- 
layed in renegotiating the 


agreements that expire in 
2026 because the drought 
and climate change have 
forced quicker action. 
Nevada, Arizona and Mexi- 
co will have to cut their wa- 
ter use in 2023 for a second 
year in a row under existing 
agreements. California is 
looped in at lower eleva- 
tions in Lake Mead. Arizona 
was forced to give up 21% 
of its total Colorado River 
supply. Farmers in central 
Arizona, tribes and grow- 
ing cities like Scottsdale are 
feeling the impacts. 
Tom Buschatzke, director of 
the Arizona Department of 
Water Resources, said he’s 
been hoping the bureau 


would require cuts from 
water users rather than rely 
on voluntary action. But he 
also warned the prospect 
of mandatory cuts could 
make it less likely that farms 
or cities will choose to give 
up some of their water, call- 
ing it a “zero-sum game” of 
sorts. 
Still, anything that results in 
savings is a worthwhile ac- 
tion, he said. 
“The situation in my mind 
is so dire, we’re so close to 
the edge,” he said in a re- 
cent interview. 
The Bureau of Reclamation 
also said it would publish 
a report next year to ad- 
dress ways to account for 
evaporation, seepage and 
other loss as water makes 
its way to states, cities and 
tribes. 
In mid-October, the bureau 
announced a process for 
paying farmers and cities in 
Arizona, California and Ne- 
vada to conserve Colora- 
do River water. Under one 
option, they can be paid 
up to $400 per acre foot 
of water (325,850 gallons) 
left in Lake Mead. So far 
only the Gila River Indian 
Community in Arizona has 
publicly 
expressed inter- 
est in that option, saying it 
will conserve up to 125,000 
acre feet of water (40.7 
billion gallons) on its reser- 
vation and offer another 
125,000 acre feet of water 
stored underground to cit- 
ies annually for the next 
three years.q

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
amount of income tax 
money owed but not paid 


to the IRS is projected to 
grow, the agency said Fri- 
day. 
For tax years 2014 through 
2016, the estimated gross 


“tax gap” rose to $496 bil- 
lion a year, an increase of 
more than $58 billion from 
prior estimates. IRS data re- 
leased Friday projects that 
for 2017 to 2019, the esti- 
mated average gross tax 
gap will be $540 billion per 
year. 
Ensuring that people actu- 
ally pay their taxes is one of 
the tax collection agency’s 
biggest challenges. 
“The vast majority of tax- 
payers strive to pay what 
they owe on time,” IRS 
Commissioner Chuck Rettig 
said in a statement. “Those 
who do not pay their fair 


share ultimately shift the 
tax burden to those people 
who do, which fuels the tax 
gap.” 
He said the agency will, 
among other things, focus 
on “those who avoid their 
legal responsibilities.” 
Biden administration offi- 
cials have said that part of 
the money from a recent 
$80 billion infusion for the 
IRS from the so-called Infla- 
tion Reduction Act will be 
used to help audit high-in- 
come earners who do not 
pay their full tax liability. 
Treasury Secretary Janet 
Yellen said at a Maryland 


IRS field office in Septem- 
ber that the tax gap is esti- 
mated to be $7 trillion in full 
over the next decade. 
“And since the IRS has 
lacked the resources to ef- 
fectively audit high earners 
— whose audits are more 
complex and take more 
time — these high earners 
are responsible for a dispro- 
portionate share of unpaid 
taxes,” she said. 
Republicans have claimed 
the IRS will be targeting 
the taxes of working-class 
Americans with armed au- 
diting agents. Those claims 
are misleading.q

IRS: Growing gap between U.S. income 
taxes owed and paid

SALEM, Ore. (AP) — U.S. De- 
partment of Homeland Se- 
curity officials under then- 
President 
Donald 
Trump 
compiled intelligence dos- 
siers on people who were 
arrested 
at 
Black 
Lives 
Matter protests in Portland, 
Oregon, according to a 
newly unredacted internal 
review. The 76-page report 
is an internal review by DHS 
of actions carried out by its 
Office of Intelligence and 
Analysis in June and July 
2020, when militarized fed- 
eral agents were deployed 
to Portland against people 
protesting police abuses in 
the wake of the murder of 
George Floyd, a Black man 


who was killed by a Minne- 
apolis police officer. 
When the dossiers were be- 
ing compiled, some DHS 


analysts voiced concerns 
over the legality of collect- 
ing intelligence “on protes- 
tors arrested for trivial crimi- 


nal infractions having little 
to no connection to do- 
mestic terrorism,” the DHS 
report said. Some of the 
employees even refused to 
participate. Surveillance of 
Portland protesters in 2020 
“included lists of friends, 
family and social media 
associates for people who 
posed no threat to home- 
land security,” the office 
of U.S. Sen. Ron Wyden, D- 
Oregon, who obtained the 
report, told reporters. 
“Political DHS officials spied 
on Oregonians for exercis- 
ing their First Amendment 
right to protest and justified 
it with baseless conspiracy 
theories,” Wyden said. 
Brian Murphy, who was 
then the acting undersec- 


retary of DHS’ intelligence 
unit, insisted on calling vio- 
lent protesters “Violent An- 
tifa 
Anarchists 
Inspired,” 
even though “overwhelm- 
ing intelligence regarding 
the motivations or affilia- 
tions of the violent protest- 
ers did not exist,” accord- 
ing to the report. 
Top 
DHS 
leaders 
even 
wanted the department’s 
Office of Intelligence and 
Analysis to create dossiers 
on everyone participating 
in the Portland protests, but 
Murphy advised that the 
unit could only look at peo- 
ple who were arrested. 
The dossiers are known as 
baseball cards or more for- 
mally as Operational Back- 
ground Reports. q

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — An 
intruder attacked and se- 
verely beat House Speaker 
Nancy 
Pelosi’s 
husband 
with a hammer in the cou- 
ple’s San Francisco home 
early Friday while searching 
for the Democratic lead- 
er and chillingly shouting: 
“Where is Nancy, where is 
Nancy?” 
Police were called to the 
home to check on Paul 
Pelosi at about 2:30 a.m. 
when they discovered the 
82-year-old and the sus- 
pect, 
42-year-old 
David 
Depape, both grabbing 
onto the hammer, said Po- 
lice Chief William Scott. The 
intruder yanked it from Pe- 
losi and began beating him 
before being subdued and 
arrested by officers. 
The speaker was in Wash- 
ington, where she had 
been scheduled to appear 
with Vice President Kamala 
Harris at a fundraising event 
Saturday night for the LG- 
BTQ group Human Rights 
Campaign, 11 days before 
congressional 
elections 
that have been filled with 
harsh, sometimes violent 
rhetoric. Pelosi canceled 
her appearance. 
The intruder’s shouts in Pe- 
losi’s California home were 


an unsettling echo of the 
chants during the Jan. 6, 
2021, insurrection at the 
Capitol, when rioters trying 
to stop Joe Biden’s elec- 
tion searched menacingly 
through the halls for the 
speaker. Police said a mo- 
tive for Friday’s intrusion was 
still being determined, but 
three people with knowl- 
edge of the investigation 
told The Associated Press 
that Depape targeted Pe- 
losi’s home. Those people 
were not authorized to talk 
publicly about an ongoing 


probe and spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity. 
Police gave few details 
on the suspect or his mo- 
tives. But the attack raised 
questions about the safety 
of members of Congress 
and their families. Threats 
to lawmakers are at an all- 
time high almost two years 
after the Capitol insurrec- 
tion. In the current midterm 
election campaigns, crime 
and public safety have 
emerged as top concerns 
among Americans. 
Lawmakers from both par- 


ties reacted with shock and 
expressed their well wishes 
to the Pelosi family. 
“What happened to Paul 
Pelosi 
was 
a 
dastardly 
act,” said Senate Majority 
Leader Chuck Schumer, D- 
N.Y. “I spoke with Speaker 
Pelosi earlier this morning 
and conveyed my deep- 
est concern and heartfelt 
wishes to her husband and 
their family, and I wish him 
a speedy recovery.” 
Senate Republican leader 
Mitch McConnell said on 
Twitter, “Horrified and dis- 


gusted by the reports that 
Paul Pelosi was assaulted 
in his and Speaker Pelosi’s 
home last night. Grateful to 
hear that Paul is on track to 
make a full recovery and 
that law enforcement in- 
cluding our stellar Capitol 
Police are on the case.” 
In 2021, Capitol Police in- 
vestigated around 9,600 
threats 
made 
against 
members of Congress, and 
several 
members 
have 
been physically attacked 
in recent years. Former 
Rep. Gabrielle Giffords, D- 
Ariz., was shot in the head 
at an event outside a Tuc- 
son grocery store in 2011, 
and Rep. Steve Scalise, 
R-La., was severely injured 
when a gunman opened 
fire on a Republican con- 
gressional baseball team 
practice in 2017. Members 
of Congress have received 
additional dollars for se- 
curity at their homes, but 
some have pushed for yet 
more protection as people 
have shown up at their 
homes and as members 
have received an increas- 
ing number of threatening 
communications. 
Nancy 
Pelosi, who is second in line 
of succession to the presi- 
dent, has a protective de- 
tail that was in Washington 
with her. She’d just returned 
this week from a security 
conference in Europe. q

Report shows feds gathered intel on Portland protesters

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. is imposing financial 
penalties on an Iranian- 
based organization that 
raised money to target 
British-American 
author 
Salman Rushdie, who was 
violently attacked in Au- 
gust at a literary event. 
Treasury’s Office of Foreign 
Assets Control sanctioned 
the 15 Khordad Founda- 
tion, which issued a mul- 
timillion-dollar bounty for 
the killing of Rushdie. He 
wrote “The Satanic Verses,” 
which some Muslims con- 
sider blasphemous. 
American 
officials 
say 
as recently as 2012, the 
15 
Khordad 
Foundation 
raised its bounty to $3.3 mil- 
lion, claiming the full sum 
would be given to anyone 
who assassinated Rushdie. 
Sanctions records show the 


organization was created 
in 1979. 
Rushdie’s agent says the 
author has lost sight in one 
eye and the use of a hand 
as he recovers from an at- 
tack by a man who rushed 
the stage at the event in 
western New York. 
An Associated Press report- 


er witnessed the attacker 
confront Rushdie on stage 
at the Chautauqua Institu- 
tion and stab or punch him 
10 to 15 times as he was be- 
ing introduced. The author 
was pushed or fell to the 
floor, and the man was ar- 
rested. 
Secretary of State Antony 


Blinken said the organiza- 
tion is also being designat- 
ed for diplomatic penalties 
for “providing financial sup- 
port for an act of terrorism.” 
He said the U.S. condemns 
the attack on Rushdie “in 
the strongest terms as a 
blatant assault on freedom 
of speech and an act of 
terrorism.” 
The 
sanctions 
and designations deny the 
group access to any prop- 
erty or financial assets held 
in the U.S., and the ability to 
travel to the U.S. 
“The United States will not 
waver in its determina- 
tion to stand up to threats 
posed by Iranian authori- 
ties against the universal 
rights of freedom of expres- 
sion, freedom of religion or 
belief, and freedom of the 
press,” said Brian Nelson, 
Treasury’s under secretary 
for terrorism and financial 
intelligence. 


“This act of violence, which 
has been praised by the 
Iranian regime, is appall- 
ing. We all hope for Salman 
Rushdie’s speedy recovery 
following the attack on his 
life.” The U.S. has hit Iran’s 
government with a host of 
sanctions this year for a va- 
riety of actions related to 
human rights abuses. 
Financial penalties were 
imposed on Iran’s govern- 
ment after the death of 
22-year-old Mahsa Amini 
in September. She was de- 
tained by the morality po- 
lice, who said she didn’t 
properly cover her hair 
with the mandatory Islamic 
headscarf, known as the 
hijab. Amini collapsed at 
a police station and died 
three days later. 
Her death has sparked 
months of protests across 
the country of 80 million 
people.q

U.S. sanctions Iranian group that put bounty on Rushdie’s life

The deaths of eight fam- 
ily members including six 
children found in a burning 
Oklahoma home are being 
investigated as a murder- 
suicide, 
authorities 
said 
Friday. Police are trying to 
determine whether both 
adults were involved in the 
killings. 
The children, who ranged 
in age from 1 to 13, were 
the victims, Broken Arrow 
Police Chief Brandon Berry- 
hill said during a news con- 
ference. He did not pro- 
vide their identities, ages or 
explain their relationships to 
one another except to say 
they were family members 
believed to be living in the 
home. 
Police said both adults 
who live in the home were 
considered “primary sus- 
pects” because they were 
found dead in the front of 
the home while the chil- 
dren were all found in a 
bedroom, where the fire 
was contained. A police 
spokesman declined to say 
whether authorities believe 
the two adults were both 
responsible for the killings 


or whether it could be just 
one of them. 
“It’s 
because 
investiga- 
tors are still trying to piece 
together what happened 
with eight people dead,” 
police spokesman Ethan 
Hutchins said in an email to 
The Associated Press. 
Hutchins also said police 
would not be able to iden- 
tify the dead adults until the 


medical examiner’s office 
has completed its work. 
The causes of death are still 
under investigation but Bro- 
ken Arrow Fire Department 
Chief Jeremy Moore said it 
doesn’t appear that any- 
one died because of the 
fire. Guns were recovered 
from the home, the police 
chief said. 
“To arrive on scene yester- 


day and to see the looks 
on our first responders’ and 
firefighters’ faces just ab- 
solutely broke my heart,” 
Moore said Friday. 
Sara Abel, a spokeswoman 
for the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Firearms and Ex- 
plosives, said the agency 
is assisting local police in 
tracing guns found in the 
home but she did not have 


any details about the type 
or number of firearms. 
The fire was reported about 
4 p.m. Thursday in a quiet 
residential area of Broken 
Arrow, Oklahoma, 13 miles 
(20 kilometers) southeast of 
Tulsa. 
The two adults found dead 
in the front of the house 
had injuries that “appeared 
to be criminal in nature,” 
Moore said. 
The children were found 
dead in another area of 
the home, he said. 
A week ago, a similar trag- 
edy occurred in Wisconsin, 
where four children and 
two adults were found in a 
burning apartment in a sus- 
pected murder-suicide. 
In Broken Arrow, Catelin 
Powers said she was driving 
with her children nearby 
when she saw a column 
of smoke near her house, 
so she drove past to in- 
vestigate. Two men and a 
woman on her phone were 
standing in front of the 
house, Powers said, when 
another 
man 
emerged 
from the front door drag- 
ging an apparently uncon- 
scious, unresponsive wom- 
an. “Her arms were flopped 
to her sides,” she said. q

reached a deal to ban the 
sale of new gasoline and 
diesel cars and vans by 
2035. The deal EU negotia- 
tors sealed Thursday night 
is the first agreement of 
the bloc’s “Fit for 55” pack- 
age, which the bloc’s ex- 
ecutive 
commission 
set 
up to achieve the goal of 
cutting greenhouse gas 
emissions by 55% over this 
decade. 
Under the deal, carmak- 
ers will be required to re- 
duce the emissions of new 
cars sold by 55% in 2030, 
compared to 2021, before 
reaching a 100% cut five 
years later. 
The 
European 
Parlia- 
ment and member states 


must 
formally 
approve 
the agreement before it 
comes into force. 
The European Parliament 
said the deal is a signal 
ahead of the U.N’s annual 
climate change confer- 
ence “that the EU is serious 
about adopting concrete 
laws to reach the more 
ambitious targets set out in 
the EU Climate Law.” 
According to EU data, 
transportation is the only 
sector in which green- 
house gas emissions have 
increased in the past three 
decades, rising 33.5% be- 
tween 1990 and 2019. Pas- 
senger cars are a major 
polluter, accounting for 
61% of total CO2 emissions 
from road transport. 
The EU wants to drastical- 
ly reduce emissions from 


transportation 
by 
2050 
and promote electric ve- 
hicles, but a report from 
the bloc’s external auditor 
showed last year that the 
region lacks the appropri- 
ate charging stations. 
The EU Parliament said Fri- 
day that funding should 
be directed to help small- 
and medium-sized busi- 
nesses that are part of the 
automotive supply chain, 
as well as vulnerable re- 
gions and communities, 
weather the transition to 
ending sales of cars that 
run on gas and diesel. 
World leaders agreed in 
Paris in 2015 to work to 
keep global temperatures 
from increasing more than 
2 degrees Celsius (3.6 de- 
grees 
Fahrenheit), 
and 
ideally no more than 1.5 


degrees C (2.7 F) by the 
end of the century. Sci- 
entists have said even the 
less ambitious goal will be 
missed by a wide margin 
unless drastic steps are 
taken to reduce emissions. 
“This is a historic decision, 
as it sets for the first time 


a clear decarbonization 
pathway with targets in 
2025, 2030 and 2035 and 
aligned with our goal of cli- 
mate neutrality by 2050,” 
Pascal Canfin, the chair of 
the environment commit- 
tee of the European Parlia- 
ment, said. q 


VANCOUVER, Canada (AP) 
— The U.S. and Canada will 
work together to “cut the 
insecurity knot” that has al- 
lowed gangs to create a 
humanitarian crisis in Haiti, 
U.S. Secretary of State Ant- 
ony Blinken said Thursday. 
But neither Blinken nor Ca- 
nadian Foreign Affairs Min- 
ister Melanie Joly commit- 
ted their country to leading 
a military force to the Ca- 
ribbean nation. 
“This is a work in progress 
and we are continuing to 
pursue it,” Blinken told a 
news conference in Ot- 
tawa during his first visit to 
Canada. 
Blinken said Canada and 
the U.S. agree that “more 
likely needs to be done” 
to support the Haitian na- 
tional police to restore their 
grip on security. 
“We’ve been talking about 
what that might look like,” 
said Blinken. “We have 
both been talking to a va- 
riety of countries to gauge 
their interest in and willing- 
ness to participate in that.” 
Joly said Canada has sent 
an “assessment mission” to 
gather information to find 
the solutions that are sup- 
ported by Hattians. 
Haiti’s interim government 
has operated in chaos 
since the July 2021 assassi- 


nation of former president 
Jovenel Moise. 
Since September, armed 
gangs have been blockad- 
ing fuel access, leading to 
a shortage of basic goods, 
clean water and medical 
services, all during a chol- 
era outbreak. 
Canada and the U.S. have 
sent tanks, and the United 
Nations is considering a mil- 
itary intervention to restore 
order, which has been en- 
dorsed by Secretary-Gen- 


eral Antonio Guterres. 
Later, prior to a meeting 
with Canadian Prime Min- 
ister Justin Trudeau, Blinken 
said Canada and the U.S. 
“are the two most integrat- 
ed countries in the world” 
and have a history of work- 
ing together to solve issues. 
“Not one of the problems 
that is having an effect on 
our own people or what we 
need to deal with around 
the world can be solved 
by one of us acting alone,” 


he said. “The more we find 
ways to cooperate, to work 
together, the more effec- 
tive we’re going to be.” 
During the news confer- 
ence Blinken and Joly re- 
iterated their support for 
Ukraine, condemned Iran 
for its treatment of women 
and for supplying drones 
to Russia, and pledged to 
work together to increase 
Arctic security. 
Blinken called Russia’s use 
of Iranian drones to kill 


Ukrainian civilians and de- 
stroy infrastructure as “ap- 
palling.” 
“We keep working with our 
allies and partners to deter 
and counter Iran’s provi- 
sion of these weapons,” he 
said. 
Joly 
said 
Canada 
said 
stands with the women and 
girls in Iran who are fighting 
against tyranny. 
“Women’s rights are human 
rights,” she said. “We have 
a moral obligation to sup- 
port the brave women of 
Iran and hold those perse- 
cuting them accountable.” 
There have been protests 
across Iran sparked by the 
death of Mahsa Amini who 
died in police custody after 
being arrested for allegedly 
wearing her hijab “improp- 
erly”. 
Blinken also touched on 
Canadian and U.S. citizens 
being held by other coun- 
tries. Canadians Michael 
Spavor and Michael Kovrig 
were held in China for over 
1,000 days in what was 
seen as a retaliation for the 
arrest in Canada of Huawei 
CFO Meng Wanzhou. 
U.S. basketball star Brittney 
Griner is facing a nine-year 
jail term in Russia after be- 
ing convicted of smuggling 
and possessing cannabis 
oil. q

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PRAGUE (AP) — Tens of 
thousands of Czechs used 
a national holiday Friday to 
rally in the capital against 
the pro-Western govern- 
ment and its support for 


Ukraine’s fight against the 
Russian invasion. 
The rally follows two oth- 
ers at Prague’s central 
Wenceslas Square and was 
smaller than the 70,000 who 


gathered for the same rea- 
sons on Sept. 3, according 
to police estimates. 
Held 
under 
the 
slogan 
“The Czech Republic first,” 
a reference to former U.S. 
President Donald Trump’s 
nationalist 
platform, 
the 
protest united the far right 
with the far left and various 
fringe groups. Its organizers 
are known for pro-Russian 
views and opposition to 
COVID-19 vaccines. 
With soaring energy, food 
and housing prices hitting 
the country, the protest- 
ers were demanding the 
resignation of the coalition 
government led by conser- 
vative Prime Minister Petr 
Fiala. 
“Resign!” 
they 
chanted 
while waving the national 
flags. The protesters have 
repeatedly 
condemned 


the government for its sup- 
port of Ukraine and the 
European Union sanctions 
against Russia, opposed 
Czech membership in the 
EU, NATO and other inter- 
national organizations such 
as the United Nations and 
the World Health Organi- 
zation, .“Russia’s not our 
enemy, the government of 
warmongers is the enemy,” 
one speaker said. 
A smaller rally was held in 
the country’s second-larg- 
est city of Brno. 
The government has dis- 
missed those demands. 
“We know who’s our friend 
and who’s bleeding for 
our freedom,” Interior Min- 
ister Vit Rakusan tweeted. 
“And we also know who’s 
our enemy.” Czechia has 
been a staunch supporter 
of Ukraine, donated heavy 


weapons to the Ukrainian 
army and given about 
450,000 visas to Ukrainian 
refugees that give them 
access to health care, fi- 
nancial help, work permits 
and other benefits. 
Fiala and several ministers 
were planning to travel to 
Kyiv on Monday for a joint 
meeting of the Czech and 
Ukrainian governments. 
“We intensively support the 
justified fight of the Ukrai- 
nian people against the 
Russian aggression,” Fiala 
said 
Saturday. 
Although 
the country’s populist op- 
position made some gains 
in the municipal election 
last month, the five ruling 
coalition parties won big in 
the vote earlier this month 
for one-third of the seats in 
Parliament’s upper house, 
the Senate.q 


COTABATO, Philippines (AP) 
— Flash floods and land- 
slides set off by torrential 
rains swamped a southern 
Philippine province, killing 
at least 42 people, leaving 
16 others missing and trap- 
ping some residents on their 
roofs, officials said Friday. 
Most of the victims were 
swept away by rampaging 
floodwaters and drowned 
or were hit by debris-filled 
mudslides in three towns 
in hard-hit Maguindanao 
province, said Naguib Si- 
narimbo, the interior minis- 
ter for a five-province Mus- 
lim autonomous region run 
by former guerrillas. 
The unusually intense rains 
were triggered by Tropical 
Storm Nalgae, which was 
expected to slam into the 
country’s 
eastern 
coast 
from the Pacific Ocean on 
Saturday, forecasters said. 
The 
stormy 
weather 
prompted the coast guard 
to prohibit sea travel in 
dangerously rough seas as 
millions of Filipinos planned 
to travel over a long week- 
end to visit the tombs of 
relatives and for family re- 
unions on All Saints’ Day in 
the largely Roman Catho- 
lic nation. “The amount of 
rainwater that came down 
overnight 
was 
unusually 


(heavy) and flowed down 
mountainsides and swelled 
rivers,” Sinarimbo told The 
Associated Press by tele- 
phone. “I hope the casu- 
alty numbers won’t rise fur- 
ther but there are still a few 
communities we haven’t 
reached,” Sinarimbo said, 
adding the rains had eased 
since Friday morning, caus- 
ing floods to start to recede 
in several towns. 


Sinarimbo said based on 
reports from mayors, gover- 
nors and disaster-response 
officials, 27 died mostly by 
drowning and landslides in 
Datu Odin Sinsuat town, 10 
in Datu Blah Sinsuat town 
and five others in Upi town, 
all in Maguindanao. 
Six people were missing 
in Datu Blah Sinsuat and 
10 others in Upi, Sinarimbo 
said. 


A rescue team reported 
that the bodies of at least 
11 villagers were recovered 
in Kusiong, a tribal village 
at the foot of a mountain 
in Datu Odin Sinsuat, where 
floods and landslides also 
hit houses in the commu- 
nity, Sinarimbo said. 
“They were able to res- 
cue some earlier but now 
they’re only trying to dig 
up bodies there,” he said, 


adding it was uncertain 
how many were missing in 
Kusiong because of confu- 
sion after the tragedy struck 
the community. Army offi- 
cials also reported at least 
42 storm deaths in Maguin- 
danao and said in a state- 
ment that their forces were 
“continuing to rescue those 
trapped in the flood in col- 
laboration with local disas- 
ter teams” and take the 
displaced in army trucks to 
evacuation camps. 
The unusually heavy rains 
flooded several towns in 
Maguindanao and outlying 
provinces in a mountainous 
region with marshy plains. 
Floodwaters rapidly rose 
in many low-lying villages, 
forcing 
some 
residents 
to climb onto their roofs, 
where they were rescued 
by army troops, police and 
volunteers, Sinarimbo said. 
Many of the swamped ar- 
eas had not been flooded 
for years, including Cota- 
bato city where Sinarimbo 
said his house was inundat- 
ed. 
“In one area in Upi only the 
attic of a school can be 
seen above the floodwa- 
ter,” disaster-response offi- 
cer Nasrullah Imam said, re- 
ferring to a flood-engulfed 
town in Maguindanao. q

The New York 
Stock Exchange suspend- 
ed trading in the compa- 
ny’s stock on Friday, and 
the shares will be delisted 
on Nov. 8, according to a 
filing with securities regula- 
tors. 
Major personnel shakeups 
are widely expected and 
Musk ousted three top Twit- 
ter executives on Thursday, 
according to two people 
familiar with the deal. But 
the tech guru and self-pro- 
claimed “Chief Twit” has 
otherwise made contra- 
dictory statements about 
his vision for the company 
and shared few concrete 
plans for how he will run it. 
That has left Twitter’s users, 
advertisers and employees 
to parse his every move in 
an effort to guess where he 
might take the company. 
Many are looking to see 
if he will welcome back a 
number of influential con- 
servative figures banned 
for violating Twitter’s rules 
speculation that is only 
heightened by upcoming 
elections in Brazil, the U.S. 
and elsewhere. 
“I will be digging in more 
today,” he tweeted ear- 
ly Friday, in response to 
a 
conservative 
political 
podcaster who has com- 
plained that the platform

favors liberals and secre- 
tively downgrades conser- 
vative voices. 
Former President Donald 
Trump, an avid tweeter be- 
fore he was banned, said 
Friday he was “very happy 
that Twitter is now in sane 
hands” but promoted his 
own social media site, Truth 
Social, that he launched 
after being blocked from 
the more widely used plat- 
form. 
Trump was banned two 
days after the Jan. 6 at- 
tacks for a pair of tweets 
that the company said 
continued to cast doubts 
on the legitimacy of the 
presidential election and 
raised risks for the presi- 
dential inauguration that 
Trump said he would not 
be attending. 
Trump has repeatedly said 
that he will not return to 
Twitter even if his account 
is reinstated, though some 
allies wonder if he’ll be 
able to resist as he moves 
closer to announcing an- 
other expected presiden- 
tial campaign. His Twitter 
account 
remained 
sus- 
pended Friday. 
Meanwhile, 
conservative 


personalities on the site 
began recirculating long- 
debunked conspiracy the- 
ories, including about CO- 
VID-19 and the 2020 elec- 
tion, in a tongue-in-cheek 
attempt to “test” whether 
Twitter’s policies on misin- 
formation were still being 
enforced. 
The mercurial Musk has not 
made it easy to anticipate 
him. 
He 
has 
criticized 
Twit- 
ter’s 
dependence 
on 
advertisers, but made a 
statement Thursday that 
seemed aimed at sooth- 
ing their fears. He has 
complained about restric- 
tions on speech on the 
platform but then vowed 
he wouldn’t let it become 
a “hellscape.” And for 
months it wasn’t even clear 
if he wanted to control the 
company at all. 
After Musk signed a deal 
to acquire Twitter in April, 
he tried to back out of it, 
leading the company to 
sue him to force him to go 
through with the acquisi- 
tion. A Delaware judge 
had ordered that the deal 
be finalized by Friday. 
Wedbush analyst Dan Ives 
estimated that Musk and 
his investors overpaid. Even 
Musk has said the $44 bil- 
lion price tag for Twitter 
was too high but that the 
company had great po- 
tential. The payment “will 
go down as one of the 
most overpaid tech acqui- 
sitions in the history of M&A 
deals on the Street, in our 
opinion,” Ives wrote in a 
note to investors. q

riddle this week by finding 
remnants of the stockade 
and therefore the site of a 
prison camp in York, Penn- 
sylvania, that housed British 
soldiers for nearly two years 
during the American Revo- 
lutionary War. 
The location of Camp Se- 
curity was thought to have 
been on land acquired 
by the local government 
nearly a decade ago. On 
Monday, an archaeologi- 
cal team working there 
located what they believe 
to be the prison camp’s ex- 
terior security fence. 
The camp housed more 
than 1,000 English, Scottish 
and 
Canadian 
privates 
and noncommissioned of- 
ficers for 22 months during 
war, starting with a group 
of prisoners who arrived in 
1781, four years after their 
surrender 
at 
Saratoga, 
New York. By the next year, 
there were some 1,200 
men at the camp, along 
with hundreds of women 
and children. 
Fieldwork at the site, which 
also includes the lower-se- 
curity Camp Indulgence, 
has gone on for decades, 
but the exact spot of 
Camp Security where pris- 
oners from the 1781 Battle 
of Yorktown, Virginia, were 
kept had been unknown 
until a telltale pattern of 
post holes in a foot-deep 
trench was uncovered. 
“This has been a long proj- 
ect, and to finally see it 
come to fruition, or at least 
know you’re not nuts, that’s 
wonderful,” said Carol Tan- 
zola, who as president of 
Friends of Camp Security 
led fundraising for the proj- 
ect. 
Lead archaeologist John 
Crawmer said the location 
site had been narrowed 
down after about 28 acres 
(11 hectares) were plowed 
for metal detection and 
surface collection of arti- 
facts in 2020. That further 
reduced the search area 
to about 8 acres (3 hect- 
ares), where long explor-

atory trenches were dug 
last year. 
Those trenches helped the 
team identify post holes 
that in turn led to the pat- 
tern of holes and a stock- 
ade trench that matched 
stockades at other 18th- 
century military sites, Craw- 
mer said. 
Next spring, Crawmer and 
other researchers hope to 
determine the full size of 
the stockade and perform 
a focused search for arti- 
facts within and around it. 
“Was it circular or square, 
what’s inside, what’s out- 
side?” Crawmer said. “As 
we do that, we’re going 
to start finding those 18th- 


century artifacts, the trash 
pits. We’ll be able to start 
answering questions about 
where people were sleep- 
ing, where they were living, 
where they were throwing 
things away, where the 
privies are.” 
Crawmer said there is evi- 
dence the vertical posts 
that formed the security 
stockade were not in the 
ground for very long and 
that they may have been 
dug up and reused after 
the camp was closed in 
1783. 
A contemporaneous ac- 
count of camp life by a 
British surgeon’s mate said 
there was a “camp fe- 


ver” that might have killed 
some of the prisoners, and 
a list of Camp Security in- 
mates was located in the 
British National Archives. 
No human remains have 
been found at the site.q

Concussion Program. 
Collins became a NAS- 
CAR driver favorite follow- 
ing his treatment of Hall 
of Famer Dale Earnhardt 
Jr. It was Earnhardt’s own 
struggle with concussions 


that helped Bowman get 
his ride at Hendrick as Earn- 
hardt’s injury replacement. 
Bowman suffered his con- 
cussion in a Sept. 25 crash 
at Texas Motor Speedway. 
The injury knocked him out 
of the playoffs. 
“We’re thrilled Alex is 100% 
and will have the oppor- 
tunity to race at his home 
track,” said Jeff Andrews, 
president 
and 
general 
manager of Hendrick Mo- 
torsports. “Throughout this 
process, he’s been incred- 
ibly diligent about following 
the advice of his doctors 
and prioritizing his health.” 
Noah Gragson will drive for 
Bowman this Sunday for a 
fifth consecutive race. The 
No. 48 team had already 
prepared for Gragson to 
race Sunday at Martinsville 
Speedway in Virginia when 
Bowman’s medical clear- 


ance came through. 
“Due to the timing, every- 
one agreed it was best to 
stick with our plan for Mar- 
tinsville and allow the team 
to fully prepare for Alex’s 
return next weekend,” An- 
drews said. “We’re grateful 
to Noah for stepping in and 
doing a terrific job under 
difficult circumstances.”

the issue, series leadership

with drivers to discuss safety 
concerns. 
Any fixes won’t be applied 
until next season.q
